26 per cent liked the life o f a

jo b - liv ing - well.” 
Th e p ro sp ect o f beco min g a 
“su ccessfu l” career - wo man - 
with - family ap p ealed to o n ly 26 
p er cen t o f th e y o u n g wo men , 
wh ile an o th er 14 p er cen t wo u ld 
ch o o se to be “sin gle - with - go o d 
-jo b.” 
Th e su rv ey , co n d u cted by Gil­ 
bert Yo u th Research , su ggests 
th at th e imp act o f th e cu rren t 
femin ist mo v emen t— to make 
th e ro le o f th e sex es mo re eq u al 
at h o me an d o n th e jo b— h as y et 
to be gau ged . Th e trad itio n al 
v alu es o f family life still ap p ear 
to be d eep ly in grain ed in man y 
y o u n g American wo men . 


Wha t a bo ut the a ttitudes o f 
y o ung peo ple to wa rd ma r­ 
ria g e? Is there a ny truth in a ll 
the jesting a ssumptio ns a bo ut 
ma les’ tra ditio na l y ea rning s 
fo r ba chelo rho o d— so m e­ 
times referred to a s "the o nly 
v a ca tio n a bo v g ets between 
his mo ther a nd his wife? ” The 
difference in the wa y the 
sex es respo nded to o ne life 
sty le preference mig ht well 
pro v ide a v ita l clue. 
By an almo st 2-to -l ratio (27 
p er cen t v ersu s 14 p er cen t), 
y o u n g men fo u n d th e p ro sp ect 
o f a “sin gle’s ” life sty le cu r­ 
ren tly

y o u n g wo men . Bu t wh o said 


y o u th is u n realistic? Wh en 
asked wh at th ey felt wo u ld be 
th eir life sty le 15 y ears fro m 
n o w, o n ly 9 p er cen t o f th e y o u n g 
men felt th ey wo u ld still be 
sin gle. 
Op in io n s may d iffer sh arp ly 
in so me matters, bu t y o u n g p eo ­ 
p le th in k mo re n early alike 
wh en it co mes to fu tu re fin an ­ 
cial secu rity .

insura nce. The surv ey mea s­ 
ured these a ttitudes by o ffer­ 
ing three sta tements a bo ut 
life insura nce, a nd a sking the 
y o ung peo ple which they 
a g reed with mo st. On the 
who le, bo th sex es a ckno wl­ 
edg ed the v a lue o f life insur­ 
a nce a s a security dev ice fo r 
the future, but the wo men re­ 
spo nded mo re po sitiv ely . 
Th e statemen t: “ Life in su r­ 
an ce is a great th in g— ev ery ­ 
bo d y sh o u ld h av e it,” was ch o ­ 
sen by two o u t o f th ree y o u n g 
wo men again st h alf o f th e men . 
A mu ch smaller n u mber co n ­ 
ced ed th e imp o rtan ce o f life in ­ 
su ran ce bu t with less en th u si­ 
asm. Abo u t 31 p er cen t o f th e 
y o u n g men , an d 23 p er cen t o f 
th e wo men said th ey agreed 
mo st with th e statemen t th at 
life in su ran ce is a “n ecessary 
ev il.” 
On ly 10 p er cen t o f th e wo men 
an d 16 p er cen t o f th e men ch o se 
th e statemen t: “ Life in su ran ce 
is n o t really n ecessary ; p eo p le 
can d o with o u t it.” 
The underly ing pra g m a ­ 
tism o f wo men sug g ests itself 
especia lly in the difference in 
the ma le-fema le respo nses to 
a life-sty le philo so phy so me­ 
times described a s hedo nistic, 
o r a s “ hippie....... 
Asked if th ey p referred a life 
“ free o f o bligatio n s; liv in g 
wh ere an d 
with 
wh o m

p lease an d n o t wo rry in g mu ch 
abo u t mo n ey o r wo rk”— a re­ 
so u n d in g 42 p er cen t o f y o u n g 
wo men fo u n d it th e “ least ap ­ 
p ealin g” o f all ch o ices.

Stev en so n mad e h is co mmen t to n ewsmen 
wh o h as asked if th e Po well co n tro v ersy h ad 
reach ed th e n atio n s’s cap ital. He said th e 
Po well case is d iscu ssed n atio n ally as well as 
in Wash in gto n . 
Stev en so n later to ld th e large gath erin g o f 
Demo crats, wh ich in clu d ed man y o f Po well’s 
fo rmer p o litical asso ciates an d su p p o rters, 
th at th e Po well case h ad “stain ed th e rep u ta­ 
tio n o f co n scien tio u s an d co n scio n able p u blic 
o fficials.” 


Th e $50-a-p late d in n er, called th e Fran klin 
D. Ro o sev elt d in n er, is an an n u al Demo cratic 
gath erin g wh ere Po well, wh o was alway s o n e

Stev en so n said h e h ad been u n su ccessfu l in 
o btain in g p assage o f to u gh er eco n o mic d is­ 
clo su re* laws fo r p u blic o fficials wh en h e was a 
member o f th e Illin o is legislatu re.

“ We d o kn o w th at Pau l Po well go t rich in 
state go v ern men t.

Men's spirits triumph 


If y ou are bored with rockets an d 
space flight, if y ou are u n impressed by 
Apollo 14 as a techn ological feat, then 
thin k of it as a triu mph of the hu man 
spirit—on e m an ’s spirit. 
Alan Shepard was 35 when he join ed 
the space program . He became the 
first American in space on May 5, 1961 
when he made a 15-min u te, su borbital 
flight. Then he began su fferin g from 
M en iere’s sy n drome, an 
ex cessiv e 
bu ild-u p of flu id pressu re in the in n er 
ear. He was grou n ded from space m is­ 
sion s an d barred from pilotin g a plan e 
solo. 
He came back, an d at 46 is com­ 
m an der of Apollo 14 an d the on ly m em ­ 
ber of the origin al Mercu ry team still 
in space. Bu t Shepard’s case is hardly 
special. 
Man y people hav e come to believ e 
that the astron au ts stan d ju st this side 
of Su perman . Nothin g cou ld be fu rther 
from the tru th, writes William Barry 
Fu rlon g in Today ’s Health magazin e. 
Each of the astron au ts has had v ery 
hu man problems to ov ercome. For 
man y of them, like Shepard, the prob­ 
lems in v olv ed their health. Some other 
ex amples: 
John Glen n also su ffered from in - 
n er-ear trou ble cau sed by a bathroom 
fall. He was barred from pilotin g alto­ 
gether an d had to drop ou t of a race for 
the U.S. Sen ate. Yet he cam e back; he 
learn ed to walk an d feed himself again 
an d requ alified as a jet pilot. 
W alter Cu n n in gham broke his n eck 
while ju mpin g on a trampolin e in the 
astron au ts’ gy m. He cam e back to be­ 
come crewm ate on Apollo 7 , the first 
man n ed flight in the Apollo series. 


Jim Lov ell was washed ou t of the 
space program for health reason s. He 
came back to make more space flights 
an d spen d more time in space than an y 
other man in history . 
Fran k Borman u n derwen t m ajor 
operation s before he reached the age of 
fiv e. He was so sickly as a y ou th that 
his family chan ged its residen ce an d 
way of life to n u rse him back to health. 
Later, as a fighter pilot, he cracked 
an eardru m 
in 
a 
div e 
an d 
was 
grou n ded. He cam e back to fly combat 
mission s in Korea an d m ake two space 
flights. 


Bu zz Aldrin was hospitalized for six 
mon ths with in fectiou s hepatitis. He 
pu rsu ed his postgradu ate stu dies in as­ 
tron au tics 
from 
his 
hospital 
bed, 
earn ed hid doctorate an d later join ed 
with Neil Armstron g to become the 
first pair of men on the moon . 
Scott Carpen ter was seriou sly in ­ 
ju red in an au to acciden t. He cam e 
back, bu t decided to ex plore the depths 
of the sea in stead of space. 


Deke Slay ton , on e of the sev en Mer­ 
cu ry astron au ts, was on ce schedu led to 
be the first American in space. Bu t he 
was grou n ded becau se of a heart ab­ 
n ormality an d became in stead an ou t­ 
stan din g NASA adm in istrator. 
No, the astron au ts aren ’t su permen , 
say s Fu rlon g. They hav e all had com­ 
mon hu man failin gs an d medical frail­ 
ties. “ Bu t the sign ifican t thin g is the 
way they faced their medical prob­ 
lems—with resolu tion , n ot fear, with 
determin ation , n ot defeat.” 
Un til some su permen come alon g, 
these gu y s will do. 


WPA record 


Vetoin g the $9 .5-billion man power 
train in g bill passed by the last Con ­ 
gress, u n der which the federal gov ern ­ 
men t wou ld hav e paid 80 per cen t of the 
salaries of n ew workers hired by cities, 
cou n ties an d state for employ men t in 
su ch pu blic serv ice areas as san itation 
an d pollu tion con trol, Presiden t Nix on 
stated that “WPA-ty pe jobs are n ot the 
an sw er.” 
The program , he said, wou ld on ly 
set u p “dead-en d” pu blic jobs an d 
“relegate large n u m bers of workers to 
perm an en t su bsidized em ploy m en t.” 
Upholdin g the Arm y ’s right to spy 
on civ ilian s, a federal ju dge in Chicago 
wen t on to ridicu le the Arm y ’s in telli­ 
gen ce operation s as a “WPA boon dog­ 
gle” that amou n ted to little more than 
“leaf rakin g, shov el wieldin g an d pa­ 
per shu fflin g presided ov er by too 
man y Colon el Throttlebottom s.” 
Criticizin g what they con sider the 
misu se of techn ology in this cou n try , 
two scien tists blasted the space pro­ 
gram an d the su person ic tran sport 
project by claimin g in an article in E n ­ 
v iron men tal Action Bu lletin that the 
on e “ is n othin g m ore than a m ean in g­ 
less WPA project” an d the other 
“promises to be a disastrou s WPA 
project.” 
Ju dgin g from these three opin ion s 
alon e, an y on e who has n o person al 
memory of the G reat Depression (an d 
may be some who do) can on ly con ­ 
clu de that the WPA m u st hav e been the 
biggest most wastefu l, if n ot down right 
disastrou s, boon doggle this n ation ev er 
en gaged in , riv alin g the py ram id- 
bu ildin g projects of the pharaohs in 
misu se of n ation al resou rces. 
Bu t can somethin g that gav e em ­ 
ploy men t to a total of 8 .5 million per­ 
son s between 1935 an d 1943, an d in di­ 
rect su pport to 30 million of their de­ 
pen den ts, hav e been an u n m itigated 
“boon doggle” ? 
In cold statistics, this is some of 
what the Work Progress A dm in istra­ 
tion (later ren am ed Work Projects Ad­ 
m in istration ) accomplished in its life­ 
time, solely in con stru ction activ ities: 
Nearly 644,000 miles or roads were 
con stru cted. 


More than 7 7 ,000 n ew bridges an d 
v iadu cts were bu ilt an d 45,000 other 
were recon dition ed. 
A total of 285 n ew airports were 
bu ilt an d more than 500 ex istin g on es 
were en larged or improv ed. Improv e­ 
men ts in clu ded 7 00 miles of n ew ru n ­ 
way s an d hu ge n u m bers of han gars 
an d other bu ildin gs. 
Abou t 16,000 miles of n ew w ater 
lin es an d 24,000 miles of storm an d san ­ 
itary sewers were in stalled in comm u ­ 
n ities an d m ilitary bases. 
Some 122,000 pu blic bu ildin gs were 
con stru cted or improv ed du rin g the pe­ 
riod, amon g them libraries, schools 
an d hospitals. 
Other con stru ction work by WPA 
“shov el-lean ers” in clu ded parks, play ­ 
grou n ds, athletic fields, swimmin g 
pools, firebreaks, irrigation sy stem s, 
dams, reserv oirs an d tu n n els. 
Amon g the “ m ean in gless” WPA 
projects en joy ed by American s today 
are the Philadelphia Art Mu seu m, New 
York’s Cen tral Park Zoo an d Chicago’s 
waterfron t. 
Men tion mu st also be made of the 
WPA’s con tribu tion to cu ltu re by giv ­ 
in g employ men t to jobless pain ters, 
writers, actors an d cin em atographers.

Commencement. 
In those days I travelled by 
Pu llman, bu t a terrible flood 
stopped my train west of 
Qmaha. So we finally detou red 
via Kansas and had to tak e a 
plane from Denver to Boise. 
Thence, a private plane 
pick ed me u p and got me to Su n- 
Valley ju st in time for my 4 
o’clock session. 
Bu t how was I to retu rn? For 
no trains were ru nning. 
Averell Harriman was then 
the Secretary of Commerce and 


he had flown in via the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce plane, so it 
was arranged for me to come 
back to Chicago with him. 
His dau ghter Kathleen was 
along, as well as a ghost writer, 
plu s the pilots and a male 
steward. 
Mr. Harriman and the ghost 
writer were gloating over the 
press notices concerning his 
speak ing trip to the Northwest. 
At Cheyenne, we dropped 
down for a landing. 
Since there was no food on the 
plane, we walk ed over to a 
nearby grocery where I bou ght 
a few dollars worth of cold 
meat, bread and fru it, which 
was ou r su pper on the plane. 
We arrived at Midway Air­ 
port abou t 5 a.m., where I then 
got a taxi home.
